To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The Annual Session in Vancouver was successful because of the committee 
planning and the enthusiasm of their committees and numerous volunteers. 
The registration was considerably lower than usual, I believe because of the 
cost of travel and distance. 

The organization for the Annual Session in Flamilton in September 2009 is 
complete thanks to the General Chairman and his committees. We look 
forward to this session in Flamilton and our session in Moncton New 
Brunswick in 2010. 

Future Sessions 

The committees for Moncton have been established and are working well. We 
are awaiting the minutes of their meetings. Flotels have been arranged and 
location of the church service has been confirmed. We look forward to 
continuing working with them in the 2010 Annual Session. 

Thunder Bay will be hosting the Annual Sessions for 2011. We have made a 
site visit to Thunder Bay and approved the same.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON STANDING COMMITTEES OF SUPREME COUNCIL 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, my Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to present report from the Ad Hoc Committee on the review of 
the Standing Committees of Supreme Council. 

The Chairman of each of the Standing Committees which are: Audit & 
Finance, Dispensations, Fraternal Relations, General State of the Rite, 
Jurisprudence & Legislation, Membership Nominations, and Ritual, was given 
the related section of the Statutes regarding the duties of his Committee. They 
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were asked to review them regarding the function and operation of their 
respective committees and submit any recommendations to the Ad Hoc 
Committee. The Clarion is not listed in the Statutes as a Standing Committee. 
The Editor-in-Chief was asked for his input to this report. 

Every Chairman has replied stating that the Statutes are clear regarding the 
duties of their Committee. In every case, except as noted below, the Chairman 
stated that there was no need for any change to their duties. 

Audit & Finance, Brian W. Gilkinson, Chairman 

The Committee has modified the annual reporting forms regarding the 
financial data due to Supreme Council. This will improve the consistency of 
the information received and facilitate the review and comments from this 
Committee to the Valleys through their Deputy. 

Dispensations, Richard A. H. Brown, Chairman 

The Committee on Dispensations may cause some confusion between 
dispensations issued by this committee which relate to the organization or 
suspension of a Constituent Body with those dispensations regularly issued by 
the Deputies. A similar comment was made in a letter from the Chairman to III. 
Bro. Glenn Martin dated December 8, 2003. 

Recommendation for consideration: “Disband the committee and have the 
Grand Secretary-General report on an annual basis of the actions taken and 
have those actions confirmed at the Annual Session of Supreme Council. 

Fraternal Relations, John V. Lawer, Chairman 

The topic of the role of Grand Representatives will be canvassed at the World 
Conference of Sovereign Grand Commanders to be held on Toronto in May 
2010. The committee proposed that the present practice continue until after 
this conference. 

The General State of the Rite, Donald N. Campbell, Chairman 

The time element makes it difficult to contact all members of the Committee 
perhaps other Committees have a similar problem, receive input from each 
member and prepare the final report on behalf of the Committee. Suggest a 
reduction in the number of members on the Committee. The reduction in the 
members on the Committee would facilitate the Chairman having more 
meaningful input from each committee member and the content of his report. 
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The Clarion, Terry A. McLean, Editor-in Chief 


The Standing Committees for 2008 - 2009, which includes The Clarion, are 
listed on page 239 of the 2008 of the Proceedings for the Annual Session held 
in Vancouver. The Statutes do not include “The Clarion” as a Standing 
Committee. 

The Clarion is published as a joint venture with the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation. This partnership does not lend itself to be governed by a Standing 
Committee of Supreme Council or of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 
It is recommended that the Statues should not be amended to include “The 
Clarion” as a standing committee of Supreme Council. 

Ill Bro. Glenn Martin submitted a report on his review of the Standing and 
Special Committees of Supreme Council in 2004. The conclusion to his report 
states: 

“It is clear that the General Office should play an important role in keeping the 
Sovereign Grand Commander informed of the Committee activity and any 
suggestions or recommendations made by the Group.” 

The Ad Hoc Committee was asked to conduct a review of the Standing 
Committees. As very few changes have been suggested by the Committees, I 
inquired if there are any areas of concern or needs for change from the 
Advisory Council who initiated this review? Flaving been informed that there 
are no further areas of concern, I submit my report as the completion of the 
assignment. 

Conclusion I present this report for approval and acceptance by Supreme 
Council and that the appropriation action be assigned and implemented.

REPORT OF 

THE GRAND TREASURER-GENERAL 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s 
report for the year ended May 31,2009, which will be published in the Annual 
Proceedings of this Session and draft copies of these financial statements, 
which were subsequently approved following a meeting with our auditors can 
be found in the “Preliminary Proceedings.” The Financial Statements 
constitute both a general and detailed report of all revenues and expenses 



during the year pursuant to Article .28 [c] of the Statutes and Regulations of 
Supreme Council. 


The audited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 
31, 2009, were reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant 
Thornton L.L.P., Chartered Accountants. For the year ended May 31, 2009, 
your Supreme Council experienced an excess of expenses over revenue 
before unrealized loss on investments in the amount of $ 20,740 as compared 
to an excess of revenue over expenses in the amount of $ 7,865 for fiscal 
2008. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which 
can be found in the “ Preliminary Proceedings “ present the results of 
operations for the year ended May 31, 2009 together with the comparative 
figures for the year ended May 31,2008. 

New Accounting Standards 

As indicated in the notes to the financial statements, effective June 1, 2008, 
the organization adopted the accounting and disclosure requirements of the 
CICA’s two new accounting standards, Section 3862, Financial Instruments 
Disclosures, and Section 3863, Financial Instruments - Presentation. 

Effective June 1, 2008, the organization also adopted the CICA’s new 
accounting standard, Section 1535, Capital Disclosures, which requires the 
disclosure of both quantitative and qualitative information that enables the 
users of financial statements to evaluate the entity’s objectives, policies and 
processes for managing capital. 

The new standard did not have a material effect on the financial statements. 

As a result of the foregoing policy, it was necessary to provide for an 
unrealized loss on investments in the amount of $ 120,558 which results in an 
overall excess of expenses over revenue of $ 141,298 [ i.e. $ 120,558 + 
$20,740 ]. 

Investments 

Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R. B. C. Dominion 
Securities and continue to perform relatively well despite the recent market 
volatility over the past year and the relative low interest rates received on fixed 
instruments. I would recommend that they continue to be engaged for the 
ensuing year. The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at May 
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31, 2009 consisting of cash on deposit and cash equivalents, investments at 
cost together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid items, less 
liabilities for accounts payable and fees paid in advance totalled $ 1,563,263, 
as compared to $ 1,704,561 as at May 31,2008. 

Our investment income aggregated $ 43,218 for the year ended May 31,2009 
as compared to $ 56,969 in the prior year. The net gain on the disposal of 
investments during the year amounted to $ 27,559 as compared to net 
realized gains on the sale of investments in the prior year of $ 26,988. Your 
Trustees and investment advisors continue to work within the guidelines of the 
Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby the portfolios are generally 
managed within a maximum of 65% / 35% split of fixed income to equity 
investments. The details of the investment portfolios can be found in the 
audited financial statements and in the report of the Trustees. 

In accordance with Art .28 [d] of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand 
Treasurer-General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing 
two fiscal years i.e. May 31,2010 and May 31,2011, together with a five year 
projection. These proposed budgets have been submitted to the Chairman of 
Audit and Finance and his committee for review and will be addressed in 
detail in due course and submitted for approval. 

Actions during the Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General 
as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand 
Treasurer-General, Grand Secretary-General and Chief Operating Officer are 
in regular communication throughout the year with our representative at R. B. 
C. Dominion Securities to review the investment portfolio and its performance. 
Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief 
Operating Officer have met on a regular basis to review various matters in 
connection with the financial affairs of Supreme Council. As indicated above, 
we have also met with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants 
to review their report and the year- end audited financial statements. A special 
thanks to our auditors Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, L.L.P. for their 
overall assistance and interest during the year. 

Matching revenue to ever increasing expenses continues to be an ongoing 
challenge and in particular, managing the cost of the Annual Sessions is 
becoming increasingly difficult. 
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Special Candidates Fund 


Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to 
establish a Candidates’ Capital Fund, this new fund, as outlined in the audited 
financial statements received the initial seed money of $ 15,000 together with 
the contributions from the candidates and investment income over the past 
few years. The investment portfolio for this fund at fair value now aggregates 
$ 51,293 plus cash equivalents of $ 1,924 for a total of $ $ 53,217. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by 
approximately $ 8,100. From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the 
Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council of every new Honorary 
Inspector-General will include an amount of $ 150 or such amount as 
determined by Supreme Council from time to time. This amount will be 
invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

Again, It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, 
annually Supreme Council would withdraw say eighty-five [85%] percent of the 
income earned by the fund to assist with the financial operations of Supreme 
Council. The capital would remain in tact. Accordingly, each year the fund will 
increase by the fifteen [15%] of the investment income retained in the fund, as 
well as the contributions made by the fees paid by the new Honorary 
Inspectors-General. 

This recommendation, now implemented will provide an annual renewable 
source of capital in the future. 

Per Capita Assessment 

I would remind the brethren that the per capita assessment established by 
Supreme Council and subsequently amended last year increased the per 
capita assessment to $ 4.50 in 2010.[ i.e. June 1,2009 to May 31,2010 ] 

Recommendations 

Membership 

In common with many fraternal organizations, declining membership and the 
associated loss of per-capita revenue as a result thereof, continue to plague 
our Supreme Council. 

The declining membership ultimately necessitates increased per-capita 
assessments to meet ever increasing costs, which in turn transfers the 
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financial burden to the constituent bodies, who are experiencing declining 
membership and the related financial hardships. 

The result is that we are in a continual downward spiral. 

Accordingly, your Grand Treasurer-General would suggest that our Supreme 
Council give serious consideration to embarking on a cross-Canada 
membership drive, carefully orchestrated to raise membership awareness and 
to establish new membership goals for each Valley. Naturally, such a program 
would require a dedicated team to design, implement and monitor the 
progress of the endeavour. This would no doubt necessitate the creation of 
pamphlets and related membership material outlining Scottish Rite Masonry 
and the inherent value of membership in this time honoured fraternity. 

Annual Sessions 

As indicated above, the managing of the costs of the Annual Sessions is 
becoming a serious and difficult task to say the least. Likewise, receiving the 
final bookkeeping, accounting and final report from the host Valley on a timely 
basis likewise is becoming a challenge. Failure to receive this material as 
soon as the Session is over, not only distorts the records of Supreme Council 
for the outstanding period, but frequently impedes the timely completion of the 
year end audit of Supreme Council. 

Accordingly, your Grand Treasurer-General suggested to the Advisory Council 
that on a trial basis and commencing with the Hamilton Session that all 
bookkeeping, accounting and financial reporting for this session be done by 
the staff and the Supreme Council Office. In addition, hopefully this will also 
enable Supreme Council to better control the costs relating to the session. 
Naturally, all the arrangements etc. as in the past would be left to the host 
Valley. The Advisory Council adopted this recommendation, again on a trial 
basis and the final decision as to future sessions would be made at the 
conclusion of the Hamilton Session. 

Conclusion 

In closing, I would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the 
Supreme Council staff for their loyal support throughout the year. And to all 
the Supreme Council brethren who have conscientiously applied fiduciary 
accountability in helping Supreme Council keep expenditures to budget. 

Again, a special word of thanks to III. Bro. C. Robert Townshend, 33° 
Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. M. Todd, 33° Lieutenant Grand 
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Commander, III. Bro. D. Campbell, 33° Grand Secretary-General and III. Bro. 
T. McLean, 33° Chief Operating Officer and the office staff at Supreme 
Council for all their assistance during the past year to the Grand Treasurer- 
General.

offered by Supreme Council by providing the latter, on a yearly basis, an 
appropriate certificate issued by the underwriters of said coverage.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

To the Supreme Council 33 s of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Introduction 

In compliance with Article 40(d) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme 
Council, your committee is pleased to submit this annual report which contains 
matters pertaining to the State of the Rite throughout this jurisdiction. 

The source materials contained in this report were gathered from the 
summons and newsletters received from the Grand Secretaries/Registrars 
from the Valleys in Canada and from the reports of the Deputies received at 
year-end. 

Our thanks are extended to the hard working Lodge Secretaries /Registrars 
for their assistance and from reading their notices. 

Across Canada 

Inter Provincial meetings were held within a number of Valleys in Canada this 
year. Those attending were able to exchange ideas, discuss mutual problems, 
set goals and institute plans for attaining these goals. In Ontario think tanks 
have been held and ideas exchanged among those who took part. They are to 
be congratulated on these new objectives for looking to the future for Scottish 
Rite Masonry in those Valleys participating in these meetings. In Ontario the 
Active members and Past Active members of Supreme Council meet as per 
the Statutes and Regulations in July of each year to discuss nominations for 
the province of Ontario for Honorary Inspector General. 

Telephone conferences (two) were held in the past year among the Sovereign 
Grand Commander, Lieutenant Grand Commander, Deputies, Grand 
Secretary-General, and the Grand Treasurer. They have proved beneficial to 
all concerned as items of mutual interest and concerns were discussed. 

Some Valleys have interchanged visits not only in Canada but with our 
American brethren. The Valley of Saskatoon were hosts to a return visit from 
members of the Sioux City, Iowa Valley. In Saskatoon, Windsor, Thunder Bay 
and Winnipeg they exchanged visits with their American Brothers. We 
congratulate them and hope for the continuation of this effort in cementing 



Scottish Rite friendships. 


In Ontario, The Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario has 
granted permission for all craft lodges to use up to 20 percent of the changing 
portion of the notice to advertise other Masonic activities. We notice an 
increase in these announcements in the notices from Ontario and congratulate 
the number of craft lodges who are publishing these important dates in their 
notices. 

Valleys in Ontario should make use of this not only to inform their members 
but to sow a seed of interest in all the members of the craft. It is interesting to 
learn what activities the concordant bodies are having, and to support them if 
possible. We are one Masonic family and we must support each other in our 
activities. 

The Shrine Temples in several Provinces have offered space in their 
magazines for the Scottish Rite to extend an invitation for their members to 
join and explain Scottish Rite Masonry. We urge all Valleys to ask for this 
permission from the local Shrine magazines. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander promotes enthusiasm and renewed 
interest in the Scottish Rite. During his 3-year term of office he will have 
visited each Valley in Canada. We extend our thanks to him and his wife Pat 
for their dedication to Scottish Rite Masonry in general and within Canada in 
particular. He really enjoys fellowship with the members and their wives in a 
social gathering. 

He encourages meetings with representatives of all the concordant bodies. 
These meetings have taken place and are ongoing in a number of Provinces. 
They harmonize the events of all bodies, give a greater understanding of the 
issues faced by Masonry in general, and support a united format to the many 
issues, such as membership and information presented, re: the Masonic 
family to the general public. 

We commend the Valleys who have taken the opportunity to advertise on the 
Scottish Rite website page. The promotion of special events, meeting dates, 
the names of the officers of the Valley etc., is a great advertisement on this 
award winning website. Remember if the Web Master does not have the 
information he cannot put it on the website page. Information contained in the 
articles and reports from Supreme Council is worth each and every person's 
perusal. Read them! Supreme Council would like your comments regarding 
this program of information and outreach. Remember to send new information 
for the web page to Supreme Council office. Register your e-mail address. 
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Information that is outdated on the Valley’s own web page makes one wonder 
if the Valleys themselves are not up-to-date. Please keep your information 
current. Make sure they are current and beneficial to all who read them. If not 
we recommend that these web pages be discontinued. 

We note with pleasure that almost all the Valleys hold special events for the 
information of craft Masons and the general public to attract interested 
Masons to join our fraternity. This has proved successful in the promotion of 
Scottish Rite. Some have presented portions of a degree and/or Masonic 
plays approved by Supreme Council to those in attendance. A number of 
Valleys have craft lodge degree teams. 

The Scottish Rite members throughout Nova Scotia hold a golf tournament 
with the profits going to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and Halifax 
Learning Centre. Other Valleys also hold golf tournaments with the profits 
going to the Foundation. The Valleys of Moose Jaw and Regina raised funds 
for the Heart and Stroke Foundation in Saskatchewan. The Valley of Barrie’s 
golf tournament funds raised went to their new Learning Centre. 

The Valley of Edmonton each year presents a scholarship of $3,000 to the 
Alberta College Conservatory of Music which is then presented to some of 
their students. Many Valleys donate money to different worthy organizations. 
These donations along with the donations to the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation let people know that the Scottish Rite assists worthy causes in 
their communities. 

The great increase in the number of social functions held with the ladies taking 
part in the social events after the business of the lodge has been completed is 
very favourable. Some Valleys have theatre nights, barbeques, picnics, etc. 
This adds to the Masonic fellowship for all concerned and benefits Scottish 
Rite. We note from the notices that every Valley in Alberta held a night for 
their ladies. 

The Valley of Winnipeg is to be congratulated for the monthly publication "The 
Rite News." It contains the summons for meetings and news of the activities 
in the Valley and of the Charitable Foundation. This publication is available via 
email. Many of their brethren receive it by this method. They held a special 
evening for the installation of officers and presentation of special awards to 
their members. Members of the public were invited to attend. 

Communication with members is very important. The “Communique” is sent to 
all Valleys electronically. This information is always current and enlightening. 
The Sovereign Grand Commander has added a report on his activities in 
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regard to Scottish Rite across Canada. It is interesting, current and adds much 
to the information we receive regarding the happenings in the Scottish Rite. 
The Valley of Barrie has renewed their newsletter. It is interesting, informative 
and current. They produce this without any cost to the Valley by selling 
advertisements. 

The “Clarion” the new joint publication of Supreme Council and the Scottish 
Rite Charitable Foundation was mailed for the first time to every member. We 
congratulate the committee responsible for this publication. The content was 
well presented and of interest to all members. We understand that their 
second publication will be published in the fall or winter of this year. 

The “Communique” and the “Clarion” are now on the Scottish Rite website for 
your reading and information. The news of the Scottish Rite activities in all 
parts of Canada is there for members to enjoy. 

Some of the Valleys advertise the dates of the meetings of Scottish Rite 
Valleys close to them in their notices and thus give their members a chance to 
attend and enjoy Masonic fellowship with them. The dress code for each 
meeting of a Valley should be inserted in all the summonses. A number of 
Valleys do. It makes it easy for visitors and members to know what the dress 
is at their meetings. We note that most of the Valleys in western Canada do. 
We commend the Valleys that explain the significance of the Easter 
ceremonies in their notices. It again reminds the members of the importance 
of attending these important ceremonies. 

A number of Lodges of Perfection, Chapters of Rose Croix and Consistories 
hold open installations, to name a few: Woodstock, North Bay, and London. A 
joint installation for all three bodies was held in Calgary, as well as a joint 
installation of the Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix in Kingston, Ontario. 
We learn from the summons of the Valley of Calgary that they did their 
installation of all three bodies in one evening with the ceremony approved by 
the committee "on Rituals and Ritualistic Matters.” The Valley of Saskatoon 
used a similar format this past January. Winnipeg had a joint and open 
installation for the three bodies, and for the third year Regina held a joint 
installation for their three bodies on Saturday morning followed by lunch. All 
Valleys are able to use the joint Installation approved for Calgary for their 
Installation. You must receive dispensation from your Deputy before this can 
be used. 

We recommend a system be established for knowing the number and why 
dispensations were issued. 
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There are a number of open installations and combined installations in use 
and if you wish to have an open installation, contact the chairman of the Ritual 
committee through your deputy for this ceremony. You must apply for a 
dispensation from the deputy. 

We recommend that an approved joint Installation ceremony be established 
for all Valleys in Canada. 

1. Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix. 

2. Lodge of Perfection, Rose Croix and Consistory. 

We take note with pleasure the large increase of Master Mason nights being 
held. From the results noted in the reports from the Deputies, these nights 
have assisted in the increase of new candidates. 

The committee notes that Scottish Rite clubs are being used more and more 
in Valleys across Canada. Many like London, Muskoka, North Bay, Hamilton, 
Ottawa and Peterborough etc. to make donations to charities, supply 
wheelchairs, have special speakers, etc. and to provide an opportunity for 
Masonic fellowship for their members etc. 

The very important Easter ceremonies are noted in the Deputies reports and 
are expanding to locations in outlying areas. These ceremonies on Thursday 
and Easter Sunday give the membership an opportunity to attend in the 
community where they live and still be with their families on Easter Sunday. 
As an example we note that for the third time Toronto Valley held Easter 
ceremonies in Whitby, Brampton as well as in Toronto. A number of Valleys 
hold open ceremonies on Sunday morning for the families of the members 
and for the education of the communities. 

The congratulations of all members of Scottish Rite should be extended to the 
Valleys who sponsor DeMolay, Job’s Daughters International and Rainbow 
chapters. The chapters of DeMolay are our future. The degree work of these 
young members is outstanding. We encourage all members of Scottish Rite to 
attend one of their meetings, witness the work of these young people and 
show your appreciation and encouragement to them. We trust that this 
experience will make you want to be a part of DeMolay and encourage your 
Valley to be a sponsor of a chapter. In Ontario a representative of the Scottish 
Rite was invited to attend their annual session and bring greetings. The 
interest shown by the Valley of Moncton and their support and encouragement 
of these groups of young people should be an example to all Valleys. Maybe 
your Valley could sponsor one of these groups. Please consider and support 
one of these groups in your area. 
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International Visits 


The promotion of visits to and from Valleys outside our jurisdiction is to be 
encouraged. Your committee recognizes that this is not always possible 
because of location of our Valleys, but where possible we encourage and 
support them. These visits are made often by members of the Valleys of 
Hamilton, Saskatoon, Thunder Bay, Windsor and Winnipeg to their neighbours 
across the border. 

Inter-Valley Visits 

The members of Windsor Valley traveled to Chatham to conduct the 
ceremony of the installation of officers and Chatham returned the favour by 
conducting the ceremony in Windsor. This has taken place annually for many 
years. 

Members of the Valley of Sydney went to Summerside, Prince Edward Island. 
Members of Halifax Valley to Summerside, Prince Edward Island. 

Members of Brandon Valley visited Winnipeg Valley. 

Valley of Toronto portrayed the 21st degree in Hamilton. 

Events of Note 

Many Valleys are naming their reunions after long serving members and we 
congratulate these Valleys on this and the brethren receiving this honour. 
They show the appreciation of all the members of the Valley to these great 
Scottish Rite Masons for services rendered and their ongoing support of 
Scottish Rite. 

A number of Valleys are making presentations for the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation at their meetings to the recipients of bursaries, major grants or 
graduate studentships etc... Thus they are promoting the Foundation and the 
great work it is engaged in. These Valleys are fortunate enough to have the 
recipient speak to the members about the work they are engaged in and in 
which field of study.

AUDIT AND FINANCE COMMITTEE 

III. Bro. Brian W. Gilkinson, 33°: The report could not be prepared until after 
the Audit and Finance Committee met. The committee met on Tuesday 
morning and as a result, the report could not be included in the Preliminary 
Reports. I will now read the complete report. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON AUDIT AND FINANCE 

To the Supreme Council, 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Article 40(a) of the Statutes and Regulations details the duties of the 
Committee on Audit and Finance and the Committee now reports to Supreme 
Council on the discharge of those duties. 

Constituent Body Financial Returns 

Every Valley is required to submit a copy of its financial statements to each of 
its members annually. It is also required to submit an Annual Financial Return 
to Supreme Council using the prescribed forms. The major activity of this 
committee is to examine and report on these returns with two objectives: 
firstly, to offer information that may assist the constituent bodies with their 
financial planning and secondly, to ensure that every member of those bodies 
is adequately informed on financial matters. 

The last two years have seen steady progress in the degree of compliance 
with the requirements of Supreme Council in the submissions of properly 
completed Annual Financial Returns. They have also been marked by an 
increased degree of direct communication between members of the 
committee and the Valleys they are charged with reviewing. It was 
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communicated to Supreme Council last year that members of your committee 
decided after the Annual Session in Ottawa to examine the “Return Process” 
to see if some simplification of the forms and streamlining of the number of 
forms needed would assist some Valleys in achieving greater compliance with 
the Statutes and Regulations governing the communication of financial 
information to Supreme Council. The review focused on streamlining a 
package of returns that would seek only financial information deemed 
essential to Supreme Council and making that package mandatory for all 
Valleys as the only method of reporting. 

This has resulted in two of the forms being eliminated from the package in use 
up to and including fiscal 2008. It also saw the introduction of one additional 
form to require the evaluation of life membership funds to illustrate to those 
Valleys relying on them as an income stream whether or not they were 
adequately funded. The new slate was introduced to all Valleys in this past 
fiscal year and the committee is very interested in getting as much feedback 
as possible regarding their use. 

The committee has continued to encourage a greater level of communication 
between its members, the Deputies and the Supreme Council office so that 
issues related to the returns could be dealt with early on and more effectively. 
This too is a work in progress but it is encouraging to see all involved working 
together pro-actively to address these issues - with positive results. 

Two initiatives of the Supreme Council office have been of great assistance in 
this effort. The introduction of a tracking sheet to record when Valleys make 
Returns to Supreme Council has been invaluable in identifying problem areas 
to be addressed. The tracking sheet is updated by the office and sent 
periodically as an information tool for the committee and Deputies. It has been 
in use for the last two fiscal periods. The second initiative commenced at the 
2008 Annual Session in Vancouver and involved the establishment of a 
workshop for the Grand Secretaries and Registrars. This provided a forum at 
the Annual Session for the interchange of ideas between them and Supreme 
Council on issues of mutual concern. The committee eagerly awaits the 
results of this year’s workshop to be held on September 18 th should it give 
feedback regarding the financial return process. Our sincere thanks go to III. 
Bro. Terry McLean, 33°, Executive Secretary, III. Bro. Donald N. Campbell, 
33°, Grand Secretary-General and the Supreme Council office staff for 
providing these tools by which the work of the committee is assisted. 

The new slate of AF forms, AF1 through AF6 has not been without its glitches. 
We believe they have been minor and corrections have been made where 
errors were identified. The committee apologizes to the Valleys for these 
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inadvertent challenges and hopes that after this introductory year things will 
roll out smoothly in future. 

The committee also recognizes that, given increased communication with 
Valleys and their knowledgeable and dedicated brethren, suggestions for 
change will be made and change to improve process will occur. My comments 
to follow regarding the AF forms do not ignore the fact that there will be room 
for improvement and the committee will continually examine whether or not 
those forms need revision. 

Areas of concern are as follows: 

1. Valleys where operating costs per member continually exceed the 
annual dues per member. Investment income, where it exists, can only 
ameliorate this issue for so long. The last year’s economic woes are 
illustrative of the “uncertainty of all things here below.” One man’s “downturn” 
is another man’s “dire strait.” Annual dues should be sufficient to offset normal 
operating expenses per member if there is to be any safety net provided by 
investment income for contingencies. Where little or no investment income 
exists, equality between annual dues and operating costs per member is 
insufficient to defray necessary capital expenditures and sets the Valley up for 
a day of reckoning if not addressed. Concern has been expressed that returns 
made on a combined basis for two or three separate bodies does not allow for 
easy calculation of operating costs per member for any one body. Where this 
happens the Valley leaves that calculation blank. This makes it more difficult 
for either the Valley or the committee to assess the relationship between dues 
and costs per member. Missing information equates to a missed opportunity 
for the Valley to assess its financial position accurately. 

2. Complete reporting of financial affairs by utilizing the full slate of the AF 
forms provided by Supreme Council. Commencing with this reporting period 
that slate consisted of AF1 through AF6 and that slate was specified as the 
only means by which financial reporting was to be made to Supreme Council. 
The committee was cognizant of criticism that required too much extraneous 
information in other years. Specifying the new slate of forms as the only 
reporting method was a response to that criticism. Flowever, Supreme Council 
has continued to receive other financial documentation with much more 
information than we need. I request that the Deputies impress upon the 
Valleys the need to restrict the financial returns to the slate of AF forms now in 
use. I suspect that there will be further concerns expressed that Supreme 
Council is still requesting more information than it needs. To those of that 
persuasion I would request that you first consider whether or not the 
information you generate for Supreme Council is considered information that 
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can be similarly analyzed in that form by the Valley, that is, just how much is 
the Valley actually “working the information” revealed as the AF forms are 
completed? Previous comments in other reports of this committee are 
examples of how basic data can be significant in identifying trends and 
potential trouble spots. Please consider that the AF forms are not just 
designed to inform Supreme Council but also to inform Valley brethren. The 
comments of the reviewers are aids to “working the information” but they are 
not exhaustive. Seek and ye shall find some financial knowledge and truth in 
those forms. It is information that a Valley finance committee can utilize. The 
AF forms when completed are designed to assist a Valley in seeing more 
clearly those aspects of its data that bear most directly on its financial health. 
Their completion was never intended to be an unnecessary and unpleasant 
task of plugging numbers into lines to satisfy the idle curiosity of others. 
Committee reviewers reflect on the data to directly communicate concerns but 
every Valley is encouraged to examine its own data to clearly understand its 
financial condition. These comments are made in response to some 
observations that Supreme Council should only be concerned with the bottom 
line and whether it reads black or red. Some returns this year that did not 
contain a five year forecast and some that did simply repeated the same 
numbers over the projected period in virtually every category. The latter 
presumes that a perfect balance between losses and gains in membership, 
the same between revenues and expenses and contingency free conditions 
will exist for five years. If those conditions existed over the last five years it 
could be a valid projection. However, if that was not the case then those 
figures need to be calculated with past changes in mind so that the factors 
likely to fluctuate based on past trends are considered in budgetary planning 
for the foreseeable future. 

3. I repeat the committee’s concern from last year regarding those 
relatively few Valleys who refuse to complete the Almoner Fund information 
portion of the returns. A Valley commented that only the Almoner and the 
Thrice Puissant Grand Master and the Most Wise Sovereign were privy to the 
state of the Almoner’s fund. The Almoner’s fund should be a separate entry in 
the financial statements and communicated to all members of the Valley and 
to Supreme Council. This transparency is necessary to maintain confidence in 
the integrity of the fund and those charged with its administration. The 
committee is interested only in year over year amount figures, not the 
purposes for which its funds are applied. There is no justification for such 
extreme secrecy once this fundamental distinction is understood. One return 
last year revealed that the Almoner’s fund was starting from scratch because 
the Almoner died and no one could ascertain what funds he had and where 
they were. That constitutes a breach of the trust all who contributed to that 
fund placed in it, not by the unfortunate Almoner who died, but by the Valley 
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that did not safeguard those funds. It is difficult to conceive of a principle that 
could validate the assumption of such risk and the unfortunate loss of 
entrusted funds that occurred. A Valley this year said that only the Almoner 
and the two ruling officers were aware of the Fund’s activities. The Valley has 
a duty to at least illustrate to its members and this Supreme Council that there 
is a fund and report the most basic information concerning its opening and 
closing amounts. Careful management of these funds is a fiduciary duty of the 
Valley and with it comes potential liability for failing to discharge the duty 
properly. 

4. Commuted funds need to be assessed for integrity by use of the criteria 
established by Supreme Council to ensure their ability to defray costs over the 
long term. This year relatively few Valleys failed to do so. If any Valley needs 
assistance with completing the AF5 form please contact your Deputy or the 
reviewer for your Valley for assistance. 

This has been another year of good gains in the number of Valleys submitting 
returns by the deadline or very shortly thereafter. The committee requests the 
Deputies to pass on its congratulations to Valleys that have done well in 
maintaining excellence in their annual returns and to those who have 
demonstrated a significant improvement in this regard. The members of the 
committee stand ready to assist any Valley that would like to contact the 
Deputy or a reviewer with a request. The committee hopes that continued 
communication between reviewers, the Deputies and those Valleys most in 
need of assistance, including assistance in ordering its financial affairs and 
completing its returns, will pay big dividends in the future. 

Constituent Bodies By-Law Amendments 

The Chairman of the Committee has reviewed all requests for by-law 
amendments as requested by Supreme Council. Some delay is inherent in the 
process but careful attention to detail regarding the amendments can often 
expedite these matters. These were, with the exception of one matter yet to 
be completed, all found financially sound and forwarded to the Sovereign 
Grand Commander for his consideration. 

Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, Grand Treasurer-General, the 
Board of Trustees and Auditors 

The committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary- 
General, the Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of Trustees and the Auditor 
as printed in the Preliminary Reports. These reports were found to be 
informative and complete. Accordingly, the committee recommends their 
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adoption. 

Financial Statements 


The audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 2009 were 
received and discussed in detail with our auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered 
Accountants. These audited financial statements can be found printed in the 
Preliminary Reports. For the year ended May 31,2009 your Supreme Council 
experienced an excess of expenses over revenue before unrealized loss on 
investments in the amount of $ 20,740 as compared to with an excess of 
revenue over expenses of $ 7,865 for the fiscal year ended May 31, 2008. 
Investment income totaled $ 43,218 as compared to $ 56,969 in the previous 
fiscal year. 

We congratulate the Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General, 
the Sovereign Grand Commander and the committee chairmen for the 
efficient manner in which they have managed the financial resources of our 
Supreme Council. Accordingly, the committee recommends that the audited 
financial statements for the year ended May 31, 2009 be adopted as 
submitted. 

We wish to thank our auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, for 
their invaluable assistance during this fiscal year. 

Budget 2009-2010 

The Committee on Audit and Finance has reviewed thoroughly the budget 
prepared by the Grand Treasurer-General for Supreme Council for the fiscal 
year 2009 - 2010. We believe it to be realistic and provides for items 
necessary to meet the financial obligations, responsibilities and commitments 
of Supreme Council for the current fiscal period. Accordingly, your committee 
recommends the adoption of the budget as presented by our Grand 
Treasurer-General. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman of the Committee on Audit and Finance I want to 
express my gratitude to the Grand Treasurer-General, III. Bro. Thomas E. 
Lewis, 33°, the Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Donald N. Campbell, 33° 
and the Executive Secretary, III. Bro. Terry McLean, 33° for their capable 
assistance and significant contribution to the work of this committee. The 
committee’s appreciation also extends to the dedicated staff in the Supreme 
Council office that regularly provided committee members with incoming 
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returns and information. 


I wish to thank the dedicated members of this committee who examine the 
Annual Returns. Each member provides valuable insight to the Deputies 
through their comments on the reviews and, more and more, to the Valleys 
during the process of analyzing the Returns as needed revisions are 
identified. This increases the value and accuracy of the committee’s annual 
report to this body. Several reviewers commented on the great assistance and 
cooperation Valley personnel accorded them during this year’s process. My 
thanks to all those who aided in what is truly a collaborative effort. The overall 
quality of the returns submitted reflects it. 

In conclusion, there have been major changes to the composition of the 
committee during the last fiscal period. III. Bros. John Chadbourne, Rozin 
Iwanicki, Donald Lambie, John Lowry, and Richard Quinton, all 33° have 
discontinued their long and dedicated service to the committee. Their wisdom, 
guidance and good humour will be missed. They were instrumental in 
assisting me when I joined the committee, were diligent in their efforts on its 
behalf and demonstrated continually the positive attitude that made the 
committee’s work enjoyable. I am pleased to announce that III. Bros. Harris 
Jones, William Lister, Peter Polkinghorne, James Wood and Evan Woodhead, 
all 33° have agreed to use their considerable talents as members of the 
committee. They bring with them a depth of experience that will serve the 
committee well, I trust for many years to come. The willingness of each to 
assume the tasks inherent in committee membership is appreciated. I extend 
to each a warm welcome as the committee continues its work on behalf of 
Supreme Council and the Valleys.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The Standing Committee on Fraternal Relations is pleased to present this 
Report in Discharge of the duty imposed upon it by Article 40 (c) of the 
Statutes of this Supreme Council to keep informed with respect to fraternal 
relations with other Supreme Councils and Masonic Bodies throughout the 
world, to advise the Sovereign Grand Commander with respect to the conduct 
thereof, and to report thereon to this Supreme Council at each Annual 
Session. 

XVIII World Conference of Supreme Councils 

This Supreme Council is looking forward eagerly to hosting, for the first time, a 
World Conference of Supreme Councils. The conference is scheduled to be 
held in Toronto from May 22 to May 26, 2010. 

In its Report in 2007 your Committee said that the conference would be held 
at the Fairmont Royal York Hotel. Flowever, following further discussions and 
negotiations, the Sheraton Centre Toronto has been chosen as the 
conference venue. 

Formal invitations have been sent to fifty-nine Supreme Councils to be 
represented by delegates, with a further six to be represented by observers. 
In addition the four Nordic National Grand Lodges have been invited to send 
observers. 

A warm Canadian welcome awaits all who accept our invitation. 

49 th Conference of Sovereign Grand Commanders of Europe and 
Associated Countries 

The Supreme Council of Canada is invited to these conferences as an 
observer. Lieutenant Grand Commander, Matthew F. Todd, 33° attended 
representing this Supreme Council at this year’s conference hosted by the 
Supreme Council of Greece in Athens from May 16 to May 20. 

III. Bro. Todd, 33° reported that the conference was very well organized and 
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included a full day cruise to the islands of Aegina, Poros, and Hydra with 
committee meetings held on board the ship. 

Papers were submitted, in advance of the conference, on the topic “Has 
Scottish Rite remained unaltered from its beginning?” 

Thirty-three Supreme Councils were present at the conference. 

A topic for considerable discussion, carried over from the 2007 conference 
held in Rome, concerned the matter of whether a Supreme Council should be 
invited as a delegate or as an observer. 

It appears that an Accreditation Committee will be established to determine 
eligibility, and the matter will be a subject for further discussion, and perhaps 
determination, at the next conference scheduled to be held in Spain in 2011. 

Conference of Grand Masters in North America and Conference of Grand 
Secretaries in North America 

The Annual Conferences were held this year, February 15-17 in Garden 
Grove, California. 

Fifty-seven Grand Masters, including five from Canada, were present. 

This Supreme Council was represented at the Conference of Grand Masters 
and the Conference of Grand Secretaries by Executive Secretary, Terry A. 
McLean, 33° accompanied by his wife, Bonnie. 

The conference theme was Freemasonry Yesterday, Today and Tomorrow. 
Ronald A. Seale, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council, 
Southern Jurisdiction, USA delivered a keynote address answering in the 
affirmative the question he posed as to whether it would make a difference if 
Freemasonry were to disappear. In addition to the benefits, moral and 
otherwise to the individual Mason and his family, there are the benefits to the 
community as a result of the many Masonic charities. 

A number of topics were discussed at both conferences, among them a 
suggested Master Insurance Plan for Masonic Lodges, and the desirability of 
attracting millennials in their twenties and before they start having families. 

Armenia 

Thanks to the good offices of III. Richard B. Burgess, 33°, Assistant to the 
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Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council 33° AASR Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction USA, your Committee learned of the consecration of the 
Supreme Council for Armenia on July 12, 2008 in ceremonies in Yerevan 
presided over by III. Bro. Serge Poulard, 33° Sovereign Grand Commander of 
the Supreme Council for France. 

The first Sovereign Grand Commander is III. Bro. Christopher Sahakian, 33°, 
Past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Armenia. 

Apparently the impetus for the establishment of the new Supreme Council 
came from Brothers who are Armenian by birth but who are living in other 
countries, - including Canada. 

Bosnia and Herzegovina 

Under date of October 23, 2008 this Supreme Council extended formal 
recognition to the Supreme Council for Bosnia and Herzegovina. 

Brazil 

It was with much sadness that the members of your Committee learned of the 
death, on December 29, 2008 of III. Bro. Joao “John” Alexandre Rangel de 
Carvalho, 33°, Executive Director of the Supreme Council for Brazil. 

Those members of this Supreme Council in attendance at our Annual Session 
in Saint John in 2002 had the pleasure of meeting him in the company of his 
Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Luiz Fernando R. Torres, 33°. 

His fluency in English made him especially valuable to his Supreme Council, 
and his passing at the young age of 37 is a sad loss. 

Your Committee expresses its condolences to the Supreme Council for Brazil. 

Chile

Juan Dixon Worttmann, 33° had assumed the office of 
Sovereign Grand Commander pro tempore.

Your Committee extends its sincerest condolences on the loss of this truly 
distinguished brother. 

Columbia

the Supreme Council of Columbia for the biennial 2008-2010. 

Hugo 
Melo Gomez, 33° and his officers for a most successful tenure of their 
respective offices. 

Cyprus 

Correspondence was received by your Committee in November 2008 from the 
Supreme Council for Cyprus consecrated in November 2006 under the 
presidency of the Supreme Council for Greece advising that recognition had 
been extended to this Supreme Council and inviting the exchange of Grand 
Representatives. 

As your Committee has pointed out on several occasions in the past, the 
general rule is that it is the younger Supreme Council which should seek 
recognition from the older Supreme Council, not the other way around.

R. E. Furber, 
33° Grand Secretary-General H. E., that effective April 1, 2009 M. P. Bro. J. 

L. W. Wright RD, FRCS 33° had been appointed Sovereign Grand 
Commander consequent upon the retirement of M. P. Bro, Gerald Tedder. 

A list of the current officers of the Supreme Council accompanied his advice. 
Your Committee extends best wishes to M. P. Bro J. L. W. Wright and his 
officers for a most pleasant tenure of their respective offices. 

Estonia 

This Supreme Council extended formal recognition to the Supreme Council for 
Estonia on October 23, 2008.

Your Committee has received a letter from the Supreme Council of Togo 
to which is attached a copy of an Ordinance dated November 25, 2008 
breaking fraternal relations with the Supreme Council of the Ivory coast. 

It appears that on August 7, 2004 the Supreme Council of Togo inaugurated, 
in the presence of representatives of the Supreme Councils of France and 
England and Wales, a Lodge of Perfection, La Porte d’Abydos, in the Orient of 
Cotonoce in Benin. 

Despite the occupation of the territory of Benin by the Supreme Council of 
Togo aforesaid, and despite cautions issued by the Supreme Councils of the 
Southern Jurisdiction, USA and France, the Supreme Council of the Ivory 
Coast proceeded to establish its own Lodge of Perfection in the territory 
of Benin and also irregularly promoted some officers of the Supreme 
Council of Togo so they are now members of both Supreme Councils. 

On September 5, 2008 the Supreme Council of the Ivory Coast created a 
Grand Council of Benin in the Orient of Cotonee, and is now said to be 
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claiming hegemony over all Francophone Africa including Guinee, Mali, 
Congo, Centrafrique, Chad and Niger. 

Your Committee expresses regret at the disharmony which has occurred 
between two fairly new Supreme Councils, but pending receipt of further 
enlightenment on the situation withholds judgment and recommendation for 
the time being. 

Turkey 

Your Committee has received the tableau of officers of the Supreme Council 
for Turkey on December 27, 2008 for the years 2009-2010. 

Congratulations are extended to M. III. Bro. Mehmet Guven Akcar, 33° on his 
election as Sovereign Grand Commander, and best wishes are extended to 
him and to his officers for a successful tenure of their respective offices. 

United States of America 

Your Committee, and all members of the Supreme Council of Canada, do 
know and acknowledge how fortunate we are to have in eastern Canada the 
Supreme Council, 33° AASR Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, USA and in 
western Canada the Supreme Council 33° A&ASR of Freemasonry of the 
Southern Jurisdiction, USA as our good friends, neighbors and brothers. 

Tighter border restrictions will never prevent good men, - Masons, from inter¬ 
visitations with their brethren, and your Committee commends those Scottish 
Rite Masons who initiate and participate in such fraternal visits. 

Concordant Bodies 

Your Committee reflects again this year on how fortunate we are to live in 
Canada where the members of both the York Rite and Scottish Rite Bodies 
share many of the same officers, practicing the precept that as Brethren 
we are enjoined to make a daily advancement in Masonic knowledge. 

2009 Annual Session 

Your Committee is hopeful that this Supreme Council will have the pleasure of 
welcoming M. W. Bro Raymond J. Daniels, 33°, recently installed Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of Canada in the 
Province of Ontario, to its 2009 Annual Session in Flamilton. M. W. and III. 
Bro. Daniels has recently undergone serious surgery and on behalf of this 
Supreme Council your Committee extends sincere wishes for a satisfactory 
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recovery. 


The traditional warm fraternal welcome awaits the delegation from the 
Supreme Council, 33° A&ASR of Freemasonry of the Southern Jurisdiction, 
USA in the persons of III. Ronald A. Seale, 33° Sovereign Grand Commander, 
accompanied by his wife, Sunny, accompanied by III.

This report is a summary of the successes, opportunities, and areas that need 
review for future editions of the Clarion magazine. 

Mission Statement - the Clarion is a joint publication of Supreme Council (SC) 
& the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation (SRCF) that provide news of 
“Scottish Rite Freemasonry in action” in Canada, to inform, to educate, to 
provide awareness in our communities and to share our experiences and 
achievements. 

The objective of the inaugural issue is threefold: 

1. A 1 st class Quality Publication 

2. Publish one issue in 2009 

3. Ensure every Scottish Riter member gets one 

Outcomes: We were able to produce a crisp and interesting first issue of this 
new magazine focusing on trumpeting the impact of Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry across Canada. The distribution was to approximately 18,000 
members. However there were some challenges in the mailing and distribution 
of the magazine, which impacted Objective No. 3 above. This will be 
addressed for future issues with direct mailings based on LOP valley 
membership, standard mailing reporting with excel spreadsheets and our new 
office technology. Reliance on the Valleys LOP mailing list was a step in the 
right direction. For future issues, we will be seeking revenue-generating 
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opportunities so the Clarion becomes self-sustaining. The magazine is also 
featured on both the SC & SRCF websites. 


Production Schedules were met. Thanks to Mind Press Inc the designers and 
Len’s Printing Company in Stoney Creek. Many thanks to the printer who went 
above and beyond the call of duty with mailing and sorting of address labels 
received. 

Advertising - none sought for the first issue. Plans underway for future issues

“A WHALE OF A TALE” 

Grand Prior, Rev. Canon Michael Farr, 33° 

Scripture: Jonah 4:1-11; Psalm 86; Luke 11:1-13 

Have you ever been angry with God? So angry that you ask for death? That 
is what our reading from the book of Jonah today is telling us was Jonah’s 
situation. Not only that, we are told Jonah is angry with God because God is 
gracious and merciful, slow to anger, and abounding in steadfast love and 
ready to repent from punishing. Well I don’t know about you but that is the 
kind of God in which I can put my faith. Why would you be angry with a God 
like that? We are also able to infer that God plans to have His will succeed in 
our world. 

Obviously, we need more information. So let’s go back to the beginning of the 
Book of Jonah. Jonah was a faithful Hebrew who worshipped the Lord God 
who created everything. He was probably from the countryside near 
Nazareth. There is no historical evidence that he ever visited that great city of 
Nineveh, but all good story tellers will tell you, never let the facts get in the 
way of telling a good story. God spoke to Jonah and told him to go to 
Nineveh. He was to speak against the people for their sinfulness and violence 
which had come to God’s attention, as these things always seem to have a 
way of doing. Well what was Jonah to do? He did what almost anyone would 
do. He ran and hide, a perfectly reasonable response. In Jonah’s case, he 
heads for Tarshish by ship from the Port of Joppa (present day Jaffa which is 
the south end of Tel Aviv). We are told that the Lord sends a great storm 
which causes the ship to start to sink. The crew throws all the cargo 
overboard to lighten the ship but the water is still coming in. The crew cast 
lots to see who was to blame and the lot fell on Jonah who had already told 
them that he was running away from God. Jonah begs them to also throw him 
overboard which they eventually do after much futile rowing. With Jonah in 
the water, The Lord arranges for a great fish to swallow Jonah. Obviously it 
was a whale. For three days and nights Jonah is in the belly of the fish and 
has a chance to contemplate God’s request to go to Nineveh. Now just before 
the digestive juices get him, Jonah repents and the great fish spews him out 
on dry land. God chases Jonah off to Nineveh which was the capital of the 
Assyrian Empire. We are told it had a population of over one hundred and 
twenty thousand people plus all the animals, which is why God cared for it. 
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Nineveh had been there since the fifth millenium B.C.E. on the east side of the 
Tigris River. It is situated in present day Iraq, just south of Turkey. The 
outline of the ancient wall is still there and encloses 1800 acres, and as with 
any great city the suburbs spread out from the walls as well. It was an 
exceedingly large city, a three day walk across. Jonah walks for one day with 
God’s message to repent or be destroyed. The Ninevites did repent! God 
changed His mind and did not destroy the city. Evidently God will accomplish 
his purposes in our world. 

This brings us back to Jonah’s anger with God. We are probably able to 
identify with being angry at God. Kathleen and I were angry with God when 
our daughter was eight years old and lost ninety percent of her vision. But we 
did not hide from God. We worked through that anger and it does take time. I 
knew people at seminary who hid from the call of God by trying to ignore 
God’s call to ordained ministry until the only thing left to do was surrender. 
Some of us who enjoy the knowledge of God are often unwilling to share that 
knowledge with others. I think that is hiding from God’s call. Sometimes you 
and I oppose God’s purposes by trying to withhold our knowledge of God from 
others by judging them instead of extending God’s love and mercy to them. It 
is interesting to note that God allows us to be angry with Him and God allowed 
Jonah to be angry. Neither our anger nor Jonah’s stopped God’s purposes 
from happening. 

The good news today in the Book of Jonah is that God amazes us with His 
love and mercy for His people and all of creation. We learn that God actively 
seeks the repentance of sinners. We learn that God cares for all his people 
no matter how they try to restrict God’s influence to their own group or nation. 
That part of Jonah’s problem was that the Ninevites were not Hebrews. God 
allows us our anger at the same time as He is gently reminding us that He is 
God and cares for all His people. God’s purposes will be accomplished. 

God sent Jonah to call the Ninevites to repent of their evil and violent ways 
which they did. We are amazed that God changed His mind and decided not 
to destroy them. Most of us could think of better ways to get the message to 
the Ninevites, rather than sending an angry, reluctant foreigner. But, the truth 
is that God uses people to accomplish His purposes. We are not told what 
Jonah learned from this encounter with God.

Peers and brethren, in accordance with the provisions of Article 22(s) of the 
Statutes of this Supreme Council, I am pleased to present to you my third and 
last written allocution. 

I first want to express to you all, and indeed, to all the members of our Scottish 
Rite family my deep appreciation in allowing me to exercise the high honor of 
being the Sovereign Grand Commander of this marvelous community. Your 
trust and faith in me I can only hope was well grounded, and that all that we 
have accomplished together over these last three years has been an enriching 
experience for us all, as well as a blessing to Scottish Rite Masonry here in 
Canada. I shall hold this three year journey as one of the most exciting and 
enriching experiences of my life. Thank you all from the bottom of my heart. 

Today in this place of Scottish Rite I want to welcome you all to the 135 th 
session of our Supreme Council on behalf of the efficient and hardworking 
Brethren of the Hamilton Valley planning committee under the excellent 
chairmanship of III. Bro. Victor Lepp, 33°, we extend our thanks to you all for 
coming and sharing this time together as members and guests of the Scottish 
Rite family in Canada. 

We extend to our candidates and their spouses our congratulations and best 
wishes on their election to the Supreme Council. And we extend thanks to 
their spouses for their love, support and care of our brothers.

His father-in-law was William 
Jarvis, Provincial Secretary of Upper Canada and Provincial Grand Master. 
While it is not known whether George Hamilton was himself a Mason, he

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member (Past Active) of Supreme Council. In 1973 in Vancouver he became 
a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General. Dr. Sankey served as Chairman of the 
Scottish Rite Committee on Rituals and Ritualistic Matters and Vice President 
of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation.

COPING WITH DYSLEXIA — BRENNA’S STORY 

Brenna was invited to be the Guest Speaker at the Sovereign Grand 
Commander’s Banquet during the Supreme Council Annual Session for 2009 
in Hamilton. Her message is printed here by permission. 

Thank you for inviting me to speak to your assembly this evening. I am 
Brenna and I am in grade 12 at A. B. Lucas Secondary School in London, and 
I am a graduate of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Learning Centre for 
Children in London. I am going to tell you a little bit about myself. 

I am heavily involved in my school's music and art programs. For example, I 
helped to design and paint the entire set design for the school’s musical, 
AIDA. Some of my favorite subjects in school are history, visual art and 
music. I have been on the Principal's Honour Roll list every year from grade 9 
toll. My grade 11 average was my best ever achieving 86.1%. In my first 
semester of grade 9 I ended with a 98% average in English, which was the

highest mark ever for a student in that class. I received the highest mark 
awards for grade 9 applied Math, grade 9 applied English, grade 10 applied 
Math, and grade 11 Music Award. I have dyslexia. 

My pastimes consist of painting, reading, going to the movies and sharing 
times with my friends. I am a member of the school’s swim team and senior 

badminton team. With all of this information about me you probable missed 
one of the details: I have dyslexia. It is not easy talking about dyslexia in day- 
to-day conversation. For the person who has dyslexia they live with it every 
day, and from my experience being at school, reading a restaurant menu, a 
movie listing, credits or even this speech is a real challenge. When I was 7 
years old in grade 2, I was having trouble in school, and my parents noticed 
that I was having trouble reading and writing. They arranged for me to be 
tested for a possible learning disability. I was diagnosed with dyslexia. When I 
was 7 years old, I had no clue what was going on, and never fully understood 
that I had a reading disability, why I had it or what is was. To this day, all I 
remember doing during the testing was puzzles, reading short sentences and 
the occasional math problem. When I started moving up in grades at school I 
kept my reading and writing disability a secret, because when you are young 
you don't want to be made fun of or asked stupid silly questions such as, “Can 
you read this for me?” “What do you see? Are the letters all backwards?” — 
which I am still asked frequently. 

For many of my teachers, dyslexia was a rare thing to see in a classroom, and 
therefore they didn't understand what to do to help me or how to adapt to my 
different learning style. That even made me more frustrated! It was my big 
secret, and literally a weight on me at all times, even though I hid it well by 
letting my artistic artsy side shine through. 

When I was going into grade 6 my mom and dad told me that I was going to 
have a meeting with some people at a tutoring 'place'. A place specifically 
designed to help children with dyslexia. I remember being so nervous and 
wishing that I would be able to read and write like the other kids in my class. 

When we went to the first meeting at Scottish Rite, I remember listening about 
what they could do for me and what my reading and writing were like at the 
time. They would not be able to make my dyslexia go away, but they would 
help me find ways to navigate around it, teach me tricks to use on a day to 
day basis. I will tell you the truth that I did not like the idea of a place where I 
would have to go and be reminded for an hour every Monday and Wednesday 
after school that I was different. I will remind you that I was in grade 6,11 
years old, stubborn, confused, and did not want to be different. I already had 
school to worry about and this just seemed like one more thing to add to the 
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list of secrets. Then, after 3 years of tutoring, testing and helpful hints, (which 
I use all of them to this day), I graduated not only from grade 8 but from the 
Scottish Rite Learning Centre for Children. I was on my way to high school! 

When I became older and progressed through high school the projects became 
difficult, more demanding, and a very different style of work was expected from 

what I was used to, being in a private elementary school. The work loads were 
heavier and larger than before, doing written work in the class room, writing 
formal essays and writing exams that took me double the time. I was 
overwhelmed with frustration! 

A day didn't go by where I wasn't able to write a sentence on my own without 
someone looking over at my paper correcting my every word, or being asked 
to read out loud to the class knowing I would have trouble with every word on 
the page. I had felt like a failure. I never wanted to talk about it to my 
teachers or friends, and could not find the right way to express my feelings to 
my family. Maybe it was my pride which I still have in abundance. 

Going into grade 9, I felt isolated and trapped and over time I became 
depressed. Not many people would have known that the happy me was 
frustrated, and I felt messed up on the inside. But as I progressed into grade 
10, I noticed that my reading had improved and I had found a genre of reading 
that suited my tastes perfectly — writing poetry, short stories and reading 
graphic novels, (which by CBC radio standards are described as the operas of 
the book world). Scottish Rite did help me and I still use their methods to this 
day, by sounding out words and the practice of memorizing certain groups of 
letters that sound or mean different things. After graduation from the Scottish 
Rite, I started to appreciate the tutoring that I had had there. I still am 
frustrated at times, particularly when it takes me longer to do certain things, 
and always having to have every little thing checked for spelling and asked, 
“What is that word say, Brenna?”, and knowing that other people around me 
can read a menu or movie credits quickly before they disappear off the 
screen. 

I also discovered at Scottish Rite that I was not alone and that there are other 
types and levels of dyslexia. I even learned that I have close family members 
that have dyslexia, which have been passed down through our family genes 
— from Dad. Scottish Rite helped me understand dyslexia and even to be 
more relaxed about it. 

I could even make a small joke about it at the camp where I worked this past 
summer as a counselor and lifeguard. There is a tradition where you sign 
your name on the wall of the cabins. I was signing my camp nickname, Billy- 
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Bob, on a wall and I spelled it incorrectly. I didn't notice at first but when I 
stepped back, my friend beside me pointed it out, and I just blurted out, “O 
man, my dyslexia's showing!”. He burst out laughing and after I realized what 
I had said, I joined in the laugh. 

Now being in grade 12, I have over the years understood my dyslexia a great 
deal more and have become a little more at ease at carrying a not-so-big 
secret on my shoulders. I have also found other “technological” tools that 
have also helped me. The biggest one, I believe, is a computer program 
called Kurzweil. It is a program where you can copy and paste articles and 
even my own assignments on it and the program will read it back to me just 
like a person reading a book out loud. And, it is also able to read the novels 
that are assigned as books from my English and History classes. 

I use this all the time because my strength is hearing the word and it is easier 
to hear the mistakes from someone else and correct them, than being able to 
read a book and understand it. When I read a sentence and get stuck in the 
middle I have to go all the way back to the beginning of the sentence to just 
understand what was just said. So, Kurzweil allows me start and finish a book 
on time! 

In high school I am on a special independent education plan which allows me 
to have extensions on exams and tests if I need it, and I am able to type my 
tests so that I can do spelling check. These are just a few tools and strategies 
I use that allow me to work like a regular high school student. 

Now my future plans consist of becoming an Archeologist, hopefully have a 
contract for field research with the Royal Ontario Museum in Toronto, and 
travel the world discovering new civilizations. That is my plan and my dream. 
This is a long road for me but I am planning to go to Trent University for 
anthropology. Just this past March my Dad and I took a trip up to Trent 
University to talk to the head of the Anthropology department and the head of 
the department for students with special needs. She talked about how it is up 
to me to be the communicator between my professors and myself that there 
are other ways of taking notes apart from writing them word for word, such as 
tape recording or typing, (which I do even now). This is a stepping stone in 
the right direction that I plan to take to create my dream. 

My dyslexia is not going to hold me back from reaching my dream. I am still 
learning new ways to work with and around my little “my dyslexia is showing!” 
moments. But it is not going to hold me back! Without my dyslexia, I would 
probably not be as creative as I am now, or have my love for graphic OPERA 
style novels, or the discovery of the great tools that make my work less stressful 
and even a little more fun a times. I look at the people around me that have 
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given me love and support through the times that have been frustrating, 
terrifying and yes, even staying up late to finish the last minute project, (when I 
was too stubborn to ask for the help myself). Scottish Rite provided me with the 
knowledge and help to realize that I am not alone with this learning challenge 
called dyslexia which affects so many people and in so many different ways. 

You are a volunteer checking in the kids for their daily classes; you are tutors 
taking their time to teach and care for all of the children who come to the 
Learning Centre; you are someone like Mrs. Govan, (my tutor, and the Centre 
Director), who helps to organize and direct the Scottish Rite Learning Centres; 
and you are someone who sends donations to support and supply the Centres 
across Canada. To you all and also to my family I extend a large thank-you 
for supporting and believing in me. 

Thank you for listening to my story. It has been an honour to speak to you 
tonight.

That evening I witnessed the graduation of six children at a 
banquet held at the Halifax Harbourfront Marriot that was also attended by our 
Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. C. Robert Townshend, 33°, and the 
Lieutenant Governor of Nova Scotia, the Honourable Mayann E. Francis. 

When all six children addressed the large gathering it brought tears of joy, 
pride, and accomplishment to the eyes of virtually everyone in the room. It 
was an incredible afternoon and evening, which reinforced the worthwhile 
cause that our Foundation - through your generous gifts and dedication - is 
able to achieve. Congratulations to Halifax Valley. 

I also travelled to Barrie, Ontario, to be present at a ceremony to receive a 
cheque for $89,500 for the Barrie Learning Centre from the Ontario Trillium 
Foundation presented by the Honourable Aileen Carroll, MPP for Barrie and 
Minister of Culture and Minister Responsible for Seniors. We were also able to 

tour the Learning Centre facilities which were under construction. The Barrie 
Learning Centre Planning Committee and the entire Barrie Valley is to be 
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commended for their outstanding efforts, dedication and professionalism in 
bringing our fifth Learning Centre to fruition. 

This brings me to the third significant celebration that at the time of this writing 
is being planned for September 12, 2009.This will be the Grand Opening 

Ceremony for the Barrie Learning Centre. 

It’s hard to beat visits to thriving Learning Centres but 2008/09 was also a 
busy year for the Board of Directors and office staff. 

Directors’ terms 

Directors are now elected for a three-year term and may only hold two 
consecutive three year terms before they must retire for at least one year. In 
September, 2008, five of our 13 Directors retired - Illustrious Brethren John V. 
Lawer, 33°, Thomas V. Hannan, 33°, Robert L. Waddell, 33°, Glenn M. Martin, 
33°, and A. Douglas Nichols, 33°. They all served our Foundation with 
distinction and we thank them for their outstanding contributions to the 
governance and growth of the Foundation. Replacing them are Illustrious 
Brethren George F. Benton, 33°, Dr. Loren W. Kline, 33°, David J. Holt, 33°, 
Samuel Kalinowsky, 33°, and James S. Ross, 33°. 

The Clarion 

We merged the Supreme Council and Charitable Foundation publications. Our 
first issue of the ‘Clarion’ was issued this past winter. Special thanks to our 
Editor in Chief, III. Bro. Terry McLean, 33°. 

Learning Centres 

Due to the growth of Learning Centres it was necessary and prudent to review 
the “office and corporate structure of the Learning Centres.” An ad hoc 
committee comprised of Illustrious Brethren Harold E. Crosby, 33° 
(Chairman), Robert A. Barnett, 33°, George F. Benton, 33°, Michael Ward, 
33°, and Robert S. Whitmore, 33° presented their analysis and 
recommendations to the Board of Directors on April 18, 2009. All the 
recommendations were unanimously approved and III. Bro. Harold E. Crosby, 
33° was appointed Chairman of Implementation. The main change from which 
all the other recommendations flow is to incorporate each individual Learning 
Centre with registered charity status and each Learning Centre would enter 
into a Licence Agreement with the Foundation. 
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May 31,2010 is the target date for the completion of the transfer of operations 
from the Foundation to the Centres. An Executive Director will be appointed 
by the Board of Directors of the Foundation to provide leadership and handling 
all the day to day matters. A Learning Centre committee will also be appointed 
by the Board of Directors who will have the responsibility for the oversight of 
the Program on behalf of the Board. The Executive Director will report to the 
Board of Directors of the Foundation through the Learning Centre Committee. 

As these changes are implemented, one must never forget the outstanding 
work that many of our Brethren in the Valley of London accomplished in our 
early start up years. They blazed the trail for subsequent Learning Centres by 
establishing policies and procedures and providing us with a very detailed and 
thorough Handbook. This allowed us to have organized and sustainable 
growth. We are truly indebted to these Brethren. 

Insurance 

We reviewed our insurance needs in conjunction with a similar study for 
Supreme Council. Recommendations were adopted, quotes were obtained 
and carrier decisions made. 

What this year has also taught me is the Foundation is a sizable business, as 
you can see in the accompanying Treasurer’s Report, which brings me to our 
annual awards for financial support. 

Before I reveal the winners I want to point out that, while we celebrate the best 
of the best, there are many Valleys that are very generous year after year and 
I also want to thank them. 

We have three awards. They are: 

• Highest participation rate. (The percentage of members who donate to 
the SRCF.) 

• Highest average donation. (Total donation divided by total membership.) 

• Largest increase in donation. (This year over the previous year.) 

The winner of the Highest Participation Award is the Valley of Summerside 
with a rate of 14.1%. Not far behind is Victoria at 13.6% and Calgary at 13.4%. 
The national participation rate is 6%, where it’s been stuck for the past five 
years. I’m hopeful we can reach 10% at a minimum. 

The Highest Average Donation award goes to Halifax with a simply stunning 
average of $250.18. This figure is a ringing testament to the Valley’s ability to 
attract donations from a wide variety of sources, from Craft Lodges to 
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government and bingos. Congratulations Halifax. By way of comparison, the 
next highest Valleys are: Windsor, $111.77; Moncton, $83.33; and Vancouver, 
$77.60. I want to thank each one. 

The Largest Increase award goes to the Valley of Barrie with a huge jump of 
$37,078.49. It is a wonderful achievement. What’s equally wonderful is that 
Toronto Valley was just barely edged out in this category. Toronto’s increase 
is $36,084.68. Halifax deserves praise as well for their increase of $24,586.12 
which brings their donation this year up to $117,333, the highest of any Valley 
in the country. 

It would be nice if the Foundation could operate on goodwill and sincerity but 
we know it takes money. I’d like to thank every donor for their generosity and 
every Valley for their commitment to our cause. Without you and your 
generosity we would not exist. 

As President, it’s easy to get caught up in matters of money and 
administration. But the members I’ve met this year, the children and graduates 
of the Learning Centres and the letters of thanks from grant recipients all 
remind me of our true purpose which is outlined in the Mission Statement of 
the Scottish Rite in Canada: “It seeks to make a positive impact on the welfare 
of mankind through its Charitable Foundation.” 

It is an honour to be your President. I look forward to the Foundation 
continuing to grow and making that positive impact.

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REPORT OF 

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme 
Council can be found in Article .35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the 
Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31,2009, the net assets under 
its charge totalled $ 1,563,263 compared to $ 1,704,561 as at May 31, 2008. 
The decrease in the net assets in the amount of $ 141,298 is represented by 
an operating loss of $ 20,740 plus a year end adjustment for unrealized loss 
on investments in the amount of $ 120,558. 

During the last fiscal year securities matured or were sold with the result that 
Supreme Council realized a net capital gain of $ 27,559 [ 2008-$ 26,988 ] 
together with investment income of $ 43,218 [ 2008-$ 56,969 ]. The total of 
investment income and net capital gains realized in the amount of $ 70,777 
compared favourably to the 2009 budget figure of $ 70,000. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $ 1,387,865 at market 
value as at May 31, 2009. Note, additional investment cash is included in the 
cash and cash equivalents, which represents residual cash in the broker’s 
accounts of the General investments and the Special Candidates’ Fund in the 
amounts of $ 132,511 and $ 1,924 respectively for a total of $ 134,435. Thus 
bringing the total of the investment portfolios to $ 1,522,300 as at May 31, 
2009 as compared to $ 1,635,632 as at May 31,2008. The significant cash on 
hand as at May 31,2009 was the result of a security maturing right at the year 
end. These funds were subsequently re-employed after the year end. 

Your Trustees and our investment advisor R.B.C. Dominion Securities 
continue to work within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment 
Policy, whereby we manage the portfolio generally within a maximum 65% / 
35 % split of fixed income to equity securities. 

We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the 
requirements of ART.35 [b] of the Statutes and Regulations and the income 
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there from is paid to the Supreme Council on request except for investment 
income earned on the Special Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted 
until such time as the fund balance and investment income there-from become 
more meaningful. 

We continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities 
and the overall performance of the portfolios despite the market volatility 
experienced over the past year and the all-time low interest rates on debt 
securities. We would like to express our thanks to Mr. Richard te Boekhurst of 
R.B.C. Dominion Securities for his assistance and interest. Accordingly, we 
would recommend the continuing engagement of this firm to administer the 
Supreme Council Investment portfolio.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council is a not for profit organization which serves as the central administrative 
body for Scottish Rite Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 
Cash and cash equivalents 

Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks. 

Capital assets 

Equipment purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortization is provided on a 
straight-line basis over the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the restricted method of accounting for contributions. Restricted 
and unrestricted contributions are recognized as revenue in the year received or receivable. 

Dues income is recognized on the accrual basis of accounting. 

Fundraising revenue from events is recognized in the year of the event. 

Financial instruments 


Financial instruments classified as held-for-trading are measured at fair value with changes in fair 
value recognized in the statement of operations. Financial assets classified as held-to-maturity 
or as loans and receivables and financial liabilities not classified as held-for-trading are measured at 
amortized cost. Available-for-sale financial assets will be measured at fair value.

Use of estimates 

The preparation of financial statements in accordance with Canadian generally accepted 
accounting principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the 
reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities 
at the date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenues and expenditures 
during the reporting period. Where estimation uncertainty exists, the financial statements have 
been prepared within reasonable limits of materiality. Actual results could differ from those estimates. 

New accounting standards 

Effective June 1,2008, the organization adopted the accounting and disclosure requirements of 
the CICA’s two accounting standards, Section 3862, Financial Instruments Disclosures, and Section

Effective June 1,2008, the organization also adopted the CICA’s new accounting standard, Section 
1535, Capital Disclosures, which requires the disclosure of both quantitative and qualitative information 
that enables users of financial statements to evaluate the entity’s objectives, policies and processes 
for managing capital.

A statement of cash flows has not been provided since, in the opinion of the organization’s management, 
it would not provide any additional meaningful information and cash flows from operating, investing and 
financing activities are readily apparent from the other financial statements. 


8. Capital management 

Supreme Council considers its investments as capital and its capital management objective is to 
establish a strong investment base for future growth and to ensure future working capital needs 
are met. The Council has no externally imposed capital requirements.

Interest rate risk

Liquidity risk is the risk that the organization cannot meet a demand for cash or fund obligations 
as they come due. Liquidity risk also includes the risk of not being able to liquidate assets in a 
timely manner at a reasonable price. Management manages liquidity risk and monitors the cash 
and funding needs on a daily basis.

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

I am pleased to submit my report on the conditions and activities of the five 
Valleys in Alberta and the Northwest Territories. 

We were saddened by the passing of those Brethren whose names are 
inscribed in the obituary records of our Annual Proceedings. Their 
contributions to Scottish Rite Freemasonry will be sorely missed. To their 
families we extend our deepest sympathies. 

Valley of Calgary 

The Active Member for Alberta and the Northwest Territories, III. Bro. Ken 
McComb, 33° retired from the position of Grand Secretary. III. Bro. Ken had 
held this position for many years. While due notice was given of the 
impending retirement, the Valley was still recruiting a new Grand Secretary as 
September activities commenced. III. Bro. Ken had done an excellent job, and 
he received many thanks for his years of service. A BBQ was held in early 
September. The 9° was conferred for the first time in many years at the 
September meeting. The Calgary Lodge of Perfection moved its Reunion 
from October to February. The 52 nd Fall Assembly of the SouthAlta 
Consistory was held November 3, 13, 14, and 15. Prior to the conferral of the 
32°, the Deputy and Active Member presented Ms. Danielle Dyke with a 
cheque from the Charitable Foundation to support her PhD studies at the 
University of Calgary. The 19°, 20°, 22°, 23, 26°, and 29-32° were conferred 
on 14 candidates. The Deputy gave the proclamation. A table lodge followed 
the Assembly. 

A Master Masons’ Night was held to recruit new members. The annual 
Christmas lunch was changed to a Christmas dinner. 

The Consistory officers were installed in February. The 89 th Lodge of 
Perfection Reunion was held February 14 th . The 13° and 14° degrees were 
conferred on 8 candidates. A Ladies Night Banquet and Dance followed that 
evening. The new officers for the Lodge of Perfection were installed in March.

Ken McComb, 33° Active Member, has been very diligent in promoting 
the Swarovski crystal bear pin sales and other ideas to raise funds for a 
Learning Centre in Alberta. 

Valley of Central Alberta

Guelph Valley (Established 1884)

Guelph Chapter of Rose Croix (567) 

On October 19, 2008 the Valley of Guelph lost one of its very best when III. 
Bro. Norval Richard Richards, 33°, Sovereign Grand Inspector-General 
passed to the Grand Lodge Above. We express our sincere condolences to 
the members of the Valley in this loss. 

Members and candidates come from a large territory from Tobermory to 
Goderich to Georgetown, which is largely in the snow-belt, and which can 
make travel more arduous and unpredictable, especially in the winter. During 
the year they portrayed the 4°, 5°, 7°, 8°, 13°, 14°, 15°, 16, 17° and 18° and 
communicated the remaining degrees. The quality of the work was very good. 
I paid my official visit to the Valley on November 22nd when a banquet was 
held prior to the portrayal of the 13° & 14°. At that time I talked about the 
need for our bodies to engage in a more dynamic education program where 
the members could learn more about the history, philosophy, morality, and 
symbolism of the Order. 

The Royal City Lodge of Perfection celebrated their 125 th anniversary with a 
banquet attended by the Sovereign Grand Commander and his wife on April 
4, 2009. The formal affair was well attended and III. Bro. C. Robert 
Townshend, 33° brought an inspiring message. 

Last year I reported that the Valley had the good fortune of being the 
beneficiary of a generous anonymous donation of $25,000 made to the 
Foundation by a member of the Valley for the express purpose of establishing 
a Learning Centre in the Valley.

The 
renovations to the 3 rd floor lounge will be enjoyed by many. 

The Valley holds a weeklong Spring and Fall reunion each year with the 
Lodge of Perfection and the Chapter Rose Croix conferring degrees from 
Monday through Wednesday and the conferral of the Consistory degrees on 
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the Friday and Saturday. While it is possible for a candidate to obtain the 4° 
on Monday and complete the 32° on Saturday evening, most tend to spread 
this experience over a longer time period. 

Commander-in-Chief, III. Bro. Steven E. Warren, 33° calculated that for the 
Consistory degrees alone there were approximately 460 individual ritual parts, 
including stage, and costume duties, undertaken by over 300 brethren, a huge 
task requiring detailed planning, co-operation and dedication by the casts who 
hail from many cities and towns throughout Southern Ontario. 

During the 2008 Fall Reunion brethren from the Valley of Buffalo, Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction, presented a new and interesting interpretation of the 
26 Q , through a drama set during the time of the American Civil War with the 
cast in Union Army and Confederate uniforms.

Council held in Vancouver, BC. 

The Valley is blessed to have excellent ritualists, staging and support 
personnel, III Bro. Lloyd Oaks, 33° on the Casavant Organ continues to add 
his special touch to the ceremonies. Special thanks to Active Members, III. 
Bros. Allard Loopstra, 33° who is also President of the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation of Canada, Robert Whitmore, 33° and Edward Standish, 33°, for 
their assistance. 

Valley of Ottawa 

Ottawa enjoys a significant place in the history of Scottish Rite in Canada. At 
a meeting on October 16, 1874, in the Masonic Lodge rooms in Ottawa, III. 
Bro. T. C. Harington, 33° by authority of his Patent from the Supreme Council 
of England, Wales, dated July 15, 1874, established and constituted the 
Supreme Council for the Dominion of Canada. The year 2009 marks the 120 th 
anniversary of the founding of the Murray Chapter Rose Croix. 

Year end reports presented by the Treasurer and the Executive Secretary 
outlined a worrisome trend with regards to declining membership and financial 
matters. Under the leadership of the Active Member, III. Bro. William Cook, 
33° and the Chair of the Executive Committee, III. Bro. Samuel Kalinowsky, 
33° the members are reviewing this situation, considering ideas and taking 
action to keep the Valley a strong and viable Scottish Rite organization in our 
Nation’s Capital. 
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III. Bro. C. Robert Townshend, 33° Sovereign Grand Commander, 
accompanied by Deputy, III. Bro. D. R. Thornton, 33° and III. Bro. Cal Fisher, 
33° paid an official visit to the Ottawa Valley in October 2008. At the SGC’s 
request, they met with the 33 rds and all officers of the three Valley bodies to 
discuss the state of Scottish Rite in the Valley and consider ways to stimulate 
growth and participation. Problems were identified and plans for action 
developed. Implementation of these ideas are now being implemented such 
as holding Master Mason Nights in conjunction with Craft Lodges and 
planning a visit to the Valley of Kingston where Ottawa Valley will exemplify a 
Consistory degree for Master Masons. The schedule of meetings has been 
adjusted in order to spread the meetings evenly throughout year and avoid 
conflicts.

Warden of the Grand Lodge of Canada for the Province of Ontario for the year 
2008-2009. III. Bro. Mackey has been nominated to receive his 33 Q in 
Hamilton in September 2009.

Terry A. McLean, 33° was elected an Active Member of Supreme 
Council and serves as Chief Operating Officer in the Supreme Council Office 
in Hamilton. III. Bro. McLean, 33° was also elected to the Board of General 
Purpose of the Grand Lodge of Canada in Ontario. 

At the 2008 Supreme Council sessions III. Bro. John Lawer, 33° Past 
Sovereign Grand Commander, retired as President of the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation having given long and dedicated leadership to the 
Foundation. 

Congratulations to III. Bros. Leslie T. Bodrogi, Paul G. Farrell, J. Kenneth 
Lowery, Charles H. M. Reid, and Earl J. Walsh, who were coroneted Honorary 
Inspectors-General 33 Q , at the 2008, Vancouver Supreme Council Sessions. 

III. Bro. Skip Whitely, 33° Active Member, was invited to be present and 
received under wands at the consecration of a new DeMolay Chapter in 
Toronto. 

III. Bro. Gareth Taylor, 33° Active Member, is thanked for managing the 
Scottish Rite on line News letter featuring Valley news from across Canada. 
III. Bro. Taylor, 33° is also Chairman of the Foundation’s Grants and Awards 
Committee and oversees the yearly distribution of over $500,000 to Doctoral 
researchers seeking an understanding of the “puzzle of the mind.” 
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III. Bro. Brainerd Blydon - Taylor, 32 Q , a member of the Toronto Valley is the 
founder and artistic director of the Toronto based Nathaniel Dett Chorale, and 
was invited to sing at the Canadian embassy in Washington during the 
inauguration of President Barack Obama.

I hereby submit my annual report on the Scottish Rite Valleys of the Province 
of Quebec for the year ended May 31,2009. 

Visit of the Sovereign Grand Commander and his Lady Patricia 

We were glad to organize the first official visit of our Sovereign Grand 
Commander and his Lady Pat in La Belle Province. Arrived on Thursday Sept. 
25, our Sovereign Grand Commander met the next day with the officers of the 
Valley of Montreal, the Deputy Grand Master, III.

Opkar Sandhu, 33° later in the afternoon, which was open to all the brethren 
of the Valley. 

On the 27 th , we moved to Quebec City and we first met the 33° Brethren of the 
Valley of Quebec in order to also discuss insurance matters. The meeting was 
thereafter opened to the others members of the Valley during a cocktail hour. 
In the evening, we were regally hosted by III. Bro. Jean-Luc Dutil, 33° on 
behalf of the Valley, at a well known restaurant on the Cape. On the rainy 
Sunday morning of the 28 th , we attended mass at the historic Holy Trinity 
Anglican Basilica, next to the Temple in the Upper town. Our Sovereign Grand 
Commander had been invited to deliver the sermon at that occasion. He did 
so in front of no less than eleven other Anglican bishops. After a light lunch, 
we came back to Montreal, checked our guests snugly in their hotel room and 
we all left for a good diner. The next morning I drove III. Bro. Bob and Pat to 
the airport. A fringe aspect of this visit was a gastronomic tour all along with 
great food from France, Italy, La Reunion, Le Pays Basque, including famous 
Montreal bagels and smoke meat, and a lot of pleasure to remember. 

Other Visitations 

In October, I brought greetings on behalf of the A. & A. S. R. and its Sovereign 
Grand Commander during the Starlight Banquet of the Grand Chapter 
Session of the Order of the Eastern Star held in the City of Granby, which was 
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presided by W. G. Matron Sister Brenda Stone. And I did the same during at 
the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Quebec last week. I have 
the pleasure to make known that during that Communication, III. Bro. Donald 
C. Ross, 33° was installed as Grand Master of Quebec, and III. Paul A. Maillot, 
32°, as Deputy Grand Master. Unfortunately, I could not attend the Annual 
Communication of the Grand Chapter of the Royal Arch Masons of Quebec 
this year, due to a conflict of agenda. 

This last year again, we could not make it with our Brethren of Vermont, 
although, early in the year, at the suggestion of the Deputy of Vermont, III. 
Bro. Eric Gillette, we had requested and obtained from our Sovereign Grand 
Ccommander his formal consent to host in Montreal the presentation of the 4° 
of the N.M.J., known as the “Master Traveller”, by the Brethren of the Valley of 
Burlington. Unfortunately our Vermont Brethren were not able to make it on 
the agreed date for some reason. We will try again. 

Disciplinary Measures 

Last September, I had the unpleasant obligation to suspend the Thrice 
Puissant Grand Master of the Hochelaga Grand Lodge of Perfection, initially 
for one week, pending receipt of explanations as to why, a week before their 
scheduled presentation, the 4° and 5° were not even organized nor any team 
duly put together, and that, despite repeated reminders by III. Bro. Jim Ross, 
33° during the summer months. Happily, the Immediate Past presiding officer 
was willing to and did take over. In fact, he did so brilliantly at the last minute. 
Given the attitude of the Thrice Puissant Grand Master., I had no choice but to 
confirm and extend such suspension and replacement for the remainder of the 
year, for the conferral of all remaining degrees of Perfection. Both the Grand 
Secretary-General and the Sovereign Grand Commander were appraised of 
this situation shortly thereafter. 

Grants from the Foundation 

I personally presented all four grants destined to nominees within the Province 
of Quebec. The student award was presented to S. Rajasekharn, a McGill 
University Ph.D. student in Neurology, at the occasion of the Nov. 24 regular 
meeting of the Hochelaga Grand Lodge of Perfection in Montreal. Early last 
fall as well, I invited Dr. Marie Kmita of the Institut de Recherches Cliniques de 
Montreal to come and visit me at my office to be presented with her second 
major grant. Then, I personally met Drs. Guy Doucet and Karl Fernandes at 
the Faculty of Medicine of the Universite de Montreal and presented them with 
their respective major grants, after a tour of Dr. Fernandes laboratory in the 
Department of Pathology and Cellular Research. The Deputy’s discretionary 
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grant of $2,000 for 2009 should be presented during the course of this coming 
summer. 

Liability Insurance 

In my report for last year I explained at length the situation resulting here from 
the new amendments adopted in 2007 pertaining to liability insurance, Since 
this matter is still not resolved to the satisfaction of both Valleys of Montreal 
and Quebec, despite the representations made to our Sovereign Grand 
Commander during his last fall visit, I have formally asked that this matter be 
made an item to be added to the agenda of the executive sessions during the 
next annual Sessions of the Supreme Council, and for good measure, I just 
recently sent our Grand Secretary-General a formal notice of motion, 
essentially requiring a grand father approach for those two Valleys, so as to 
allow them to be exempted from the now compulsory regime of liability 
insurance, under certain conditions. 

Dispensations 

I did not have to issue dispensations during the course of the last year. 

The Work 

In Montreal, generally, the work was of very good quality, despite 
replacements and a certain lack of resources at the last minute on many 
occasions. A special effort is being made to interest a number of young 
brethren to take part in the degrees. In some instances, I had to remind a few 
officers that their parts had to be well mastered by heart. However, the 
classes continue to be numerous and this is surely a good sign that the 
interest is there. I even had a request by new members of La Loge de 
Perfection Fleur de Lys to put up the 9° in French in 2010. Lastly, I am grateful 
to the Sovereign Grand Commander who has accepted my application to raise 
the Valley of Montreal entitlement percentage so that we could proceed with at 
least one nomination for HIG. 

In Quebec City, we face the recurring problem of poor recruitment. Solutions 
are being investigated and discussed. 

Appreciation 

I wish to thank all Presiding Officers and the Grand-Secretaries of both 
Valleys in this Province, the President of the Executive Committee of the 
Valley of Montreal, all Inspectors-General who were actively involved within 
the jurisdiction, as well as the Grand Secretary-General, the Executive 
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Operating Officer and their devoted staff in Hamilton for all the assistance and 
the on-going support they provided me in the discharge of my mandate. 

I hereby file this my report and I would ask that it be accepted by this Council.

REPORT OF 

THE DEPUTY FOR SASKATCHEWAN 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my privilege and pleasure to submit this report on the condition and 
activities of the Scottish Rite Valleys in Saskatchewan for the year ending May 
31,2009, in accordance with ART. 26 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations. 

During the course of the year, Scottish Rite Freemasonry in Saskatchewan 
has been saddened by the death of III. Bro. Kenneth L. Melsted, 33° on 
October 16, 2008 and III. Bro. Jack G. Krogan, 33° on April 16, 2009. Bro. 
Melsted was a great supporter of the Saskatchewan Masonic Family. He 
served the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan and was active in the Royal Order 
of Scotland, WA WA Shriners, the Regina Valley of Scottish Rite, Order of 
Eastern Star and his lodge, where he served as Secretary-Treasurer for many 
years. Bro. Krogan, 33° was active in his lodge, WA WA Shriners, the Royal 
Order of Scotland and the Regina Valley of Scottish Rite. He participated in 
many of the degrees portrayed by the Valley. Bro. Ken and Bro. Jack enjoyed 
Masonic Ritual and shared their interest and enthusiasm for Masonry with 
many brethren. 

Valley of Moose Jaw 

The Moose Jaw Lodge of Perfection and the Alexander Sheppard Chapter of 
Rose Croix attempted to hold regular meetings throughout the year. Inclement 
weather and low attendance necessitated the cancellation of many meetings. 
The Easter Ceremonies of Extinguishing and Relighting the Lights were not 
held due to the anticipated absence of their few active brethren.

The Valley of Saint John was greatly saddened 
when this esteemed Brother passed to his final 
resting place on Saturday October 11 th at the Saint 
John Regional Hospital after a long and courageous 
battle with Prostate Cancer. 

Stan (as he was fondly known) was born in Sydney 
Mines, N.S. on May 5, 1926 and was extremely 
proud of his Scottish Heritage and the Matheson 
Clan. Stan received his B.A. from Mount Allison 
University in 1949 and earned his Master of Social Work degree there in 1951. 
On July 14, 1951 he married Dorothy Jean Woodman of Grand Falls, 
Newfoundland, his beloved wife and faithful companion, who was by his side 
till the end. In 1951 Stan became the first Social Worker hired in the field of 
mental health in New Brunswick. He continued in this field until his retirement 
in 1988 as Asst.

Past Active Member 

Rick Richards was born in Kinlough, Ontario on July 2, 

1916, one of six children. 

In 1938 Rick graduated with a B.S.A. from the 
University of Toronto (Ontario Agricultural College), 
was a soil surveyor, and returned to this same College 
in 1951 where he remained throughout his career. In 
1945 he received his M.SC. from Michigan State 
University, and was with the Department of Agriculture 
from 1938 to 1951, where he became Professor and 
Head of Soil Science Dept, at the University of Guelph. In 1962 to 1972, he 
was appointed Dean of the Ontario Agricultural College at the University of 
Guelph, and was the first person to hold this appointment after the University 
was established. In 1977 he became President of the Canadian Agricultural 
Research Council. 

During his business career, he received an Honorary Doctorate in Science at 
Laval University in Quebec, was named a ‘Fellow’ of the University of Guelph, 
the Agricultural Institute of Canada, and the Soil Conservation Society of 
America. He also held the title of Distinguished Agrologist of the Ontario 
Institute of Agrologists. 

Rick served extensively with scientific and professional societies, such as 
Canadian Soil Science Society (Past President), Soil Conservation Society of 
America, International Soil Science Society and first president of Canadian 
Council on Rural Development. He is also a Past President of the Guelph - 
Wellington Branch of the Canadian Cancer Society and a member of St. 
Andrew’s Presbyterian Church in Guelph. 
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On December 20, 1950 Rick married Mary Katharine Greer, and they have 
two sons, Dr. Robin Richards, an Orthopedic Surgeon and Dr. Gregory 
Richards, a Lawyer. They were also very proud of their three grand daughters 
and three grand sons. 

During his busy business career, Rick found time to devote himself to the 
Masonic Order. On December 6, 1943 he joined Waverley Lodge No. 361 at 
Guelph and became Worshipful Master of that lodge in 1953. He was a 
member of Guelph Chapter No. 40 of the Royal Arch Masons and on 
November 1, 1944 received his 14° in the Royal City Lodge of Perfection 
where he became Thrice Puissant Grand Master in 1956 and in 1945, his 18° 
in the Guelph Chapter Rose Croix, where he became Most Wise Sovereign in 
1959.

In 1956, Rick was Secretary to the District Deputy Grand Master of Wellington

he was appointed to the Board of General Purposes and in 1979 was elected 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge. In 1984 was appointed Custodian of the 
Work for Grand Lodge and in 1986 became President of the Masonic 
Foundation of Ontario, and was also President of the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation. 

Rick has been Director of the 4° in the Lodge of Perfection as well took part in 
the casts of the 6°, 7°, 14° and 18°.

Past President of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 

The Niagara Valley and Masonry in general was saddened to 
learn that III. Bro. Charles Alfred Sankey, 33° passed away 
peacefully at his residence in St. Catharines on Wednesday, 
April 29, 2009 in his 104 th year. 

Dr. Charles Alfred Sankey was born in Waskada, Manitoba. 
His mother, Josephine Ponton, died days later and he was 
raised in Belleville, Ontario, primarily by his much loved Aunt 
Grace Ponton. 

He later attended Upper Canada College, University of Toronto B. A. Sc. 
[Chemical] Engineering Medallist, 1927 and McGill University M.Sc., Ph.D, 
1930, a graduate student in the recently formed Pulp and Paper Research 
Institute of Canada. He worked in the Price Brothers Research Department, 
Quebec City, 1930-1935 and then at the Ontario Paper Company, Thorold, 
Ontario, 1936 to 1971, as Research Engineer, Research Director and Vice- 
President Research. His work resulted in many advances in the technology of 
pulp and paper and its by-products, particularly alcohol and vanillin. 

His great interest in education led him to become a very active Chancellor of 
Brock University [1969 - 1974], Music was a very important part of his life, 
leading to involvement with the St. Catharines Symphony, the St. Catharines 
Youth Orchestra and helping establish the Department of Music at Brock 
University. His interest in philosophy led him to become a founding member of 
the Unitarian Fellowship Church of St. Catharines. 

III. Bro. Sankey, 33° was initiated into University Lodge No. 496, Toronto on 
March 9, 1927 and was a life member. He was also an affiliate of St. Andrew’s 
Lodge No.6, GRQ, and also of North Star Lodge No. 121, GRC, in Baie 
Comeau, Quebec. After his move to St. Catharines he joined Perfection Lodge 
No. 616, becoming its Worshipful Master in 1950. He was elected District 
Deputy Grand Master of Niagara District “A” in 1967-1968 and for many years 
served as a member of the Board of General Purposes of Grand Lodge, 
serving on many committees, in particular the Masonic Education Committee. 

In Capitular Masonry, III. Bro. Sankey, 33° received the Royal Arch degree on 
November 9, 1962, in Mount Moriah Chapter No. 19, St. Catharines, 
becoming First Principal in 1970. He joined Plantagenet Preceptory No. 8 
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K.T., St. Catharines, in 1964 and Harrington Conclave No.16, Hamilton, in 
1973. 

His Scottish Rite involvement began with the 14° in Quebec City on February 
25, 1932 and the 18° on April 16, 1933. Following his move to St. Catharines, 
he received the 32° in Moore Sovereign Consistory, Hamilton, on March 6, 
1936. III. Bro. Sankey, 33° affiliated with Elgin Lodge of Perfection in Niagara 
Falls and became Thrice Puissant Grand Master in 1944.He served as 
Trustee for many years and was Grand Orator Emeritus. He was Chairman of 
the founding committee of Niagara Chapter of Rose Croix, was a charter 
member and again served as Trustee for many years. This distinguished 
Mason was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in Quebec City in 1946 
and crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General at Vancouver on 
September 8, 1973. He served as Chairman of the Special Committee on 
Annual Sessions, Chairman of the Committee on Rituals and Ritualistic Matter 
and Vice-President of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. III. Bro. 
Sankey, 33° was admitted to the Royal Order of Scotland in 1947 and had 
been an officer in that body for many years. 

Many honors came his way. The C.P.P.A. awarded him the Weldon Medal, 
the E. G. Robinson Award and made him an honorary member in 1973. He 
was made a Fellow of the Royal Society of Arts of the Chemical Institute of 
Canada and of the American Association for the Advancement of Science. He 
was St. Catharines Citizen of the Year in 1973. The Professional Engineers of 
Ontario gave him its Citizenship Award in 1978. The University of Toronto 
enrolled him in their Hall of Distinction in 1980, Queens University awarded 
him an Honorary D.Sc., and Brock University awarded him an honorary L.L.D. 
in 1983. He was further honored by being awarded the John S. Bates 
Memorial Gold Medal for his outstanding career and contributions to the 
Canadian Pulp and Paper. In February 2005, the Board of Trustees of Brock 
University agreed that the current Senate Chamber of Brock University should 
be renamed the “Dr. Charles Sankey Chamber” in recognition of his 
contributions to the University in the formative years of Brock University and to 
celebrate his 100 th birthday. 

At the recognition ceremony July 2005, Dr. Sankey attended and arranged to 
have a commemorative tree planted and as he said “To Celebrate Life and the 
Future, since the Universe is in fact Thought as opposed To Matter.” 

Although basically confined to his residence, for the last few years, III. Bro. 
Sankey 33° continued be a resource and was regularly consulted on a large 
range of subjects.

ILL BRO. MELVYN EDWARD BODMAN, 33° 



Ted attended the Mimico Public School and graduated 
from Mimico High School. At this period of his life he 
developed a keen interest in electronics and an 
appreciation and understanding of music which lead to his 
appointment as Grand Organist in 1977. He graduated from the Radio College 
of Canada in Radio and Television Engineering. This was to be his life’s work 
but also his life’s passionate hobby. In 1932 he received his Amateur Radio 
License now know as a Ham Operator License, with the call sign of VE3CD 
which he maintained until his death on February 14, 2009, 77 years. 


Ted was born on June 08, 1914 into an Anglican family in 
Mimico, in the County of York, now a part of Toronto. He 
was one of three children, his sister who died in infancy 
and his brother who passed away three years ago. 


Before WWII he worked in the Radio and Electronics manufacturing industry 
and after the war he was in the wholesale end of that same industry in 
Toronto. In 1956 he moved to Waterloo, Ontario and started the Waterloo 
Electronic Supply Co. Ltd. which he sold in 1976 when he semi-retired. I think 
that the word retirement was not in his vocabulary. 

After the outbreak of WWII, Ted enlisted in the British Security Co-ordination 
Dept., better known as Ml 6. He served with distinction in the Radio Security 
Branch and Counter Espionage Division, spending most of his time in South 
America. Because the nature of his wartime service little to nothing has been 
revealed by the government or by Ted, obviously they choose the right man 
for the job. 


Ted began his Masonic Journey in 1956 when he was Initiated, Passed and 
Raised into Lakeshore Lodge No. 645 where he retained his membership. 
After moving to Waterloo he affiliated with Temple Lodge No. 690 in 1957, 
was Master in 1963 and District Secretary in 1976. He was initiated into Royal 
Arch Masons in Kitchener Chapter No. 117 on October 5, 1962, Conestoga 
Conclave No. 12 on November 25, 1967, serving as Most Puissant Sovereign 
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in 1976, Divisional Recorder in 1978, and Deputy Intendant General in 1980. 

In 1966 Ted was initiated into the Royal City Lodge of Perfection, the Guelph 
Chapter Rose Croix and Moore Sovereign Consistory. He worked tirelessly in 
many aspects of the Guelph Valley and was active in many, many of the 
degrees.

After moving to Waterloo Ted met Margaret (Peggy) Eleanor Wherry, who 
while engrossed in her legal career, was courted by Ted and they were 
married in 1968. They had no children but enjoyed 41 years of life together 
filled with many happy memories. She is doing well, missing Ted of course but 
still with a mind as sharp as a tack. He maintained a room in the basement 
with all his Ham Radio equipment she said that “the only time she was able to 
clean it was when Ted was away at a Masonic meeting and therefore it was 
always kept immaculate”. 

Ted was a long time member of the American and Canadian Radio Relay 
League as well as the Radio Society of Ontario where he served as secretary. 
He received the Hurricane 1954 Edison Radio Amateur Award as well as a 
Public Service Award for meritorious work during hurricane Hazel in the 
Toronto area in 1954. He was also a Paul Harris Fellow of the Rotary 
Foundation of Rotary International. 

Ted enjoyed good health although was experiencing trouble in getting around 
over the last few years. Shortly before his death he sustained a serious fall 
and went into the hospital where he was recovering well. He was moved to a 
nursing home for further recovery where 3 days later he passed away quietly 
in his sleep as did his father and brother before him. 

He leaves behind his loving wife Peg and several nieces and nephews, one of 
which bears his name and all those who had the good fortune of knowing him.

Having become familiar with computers, for 6 years he would be 
down at the Cancer Car Dispatch Centre bright and early at 6 o’clock in the 
morning to supervise its operations.

James Chalmers (Jim) Gordon was born in Newcastle Upon 
Tyme, England, where, in February 1954, he was raised to 
the Sublime Degree of Master Mason in Northern Countries 
Lodge No. 406 (EC).

ILL BRO. JOHN CRAIG HONAN, 33° 



III. Bro. John C. Honan was born on April 1, 1918 in 
Toronto of Irish parents who immigrated to Canada. He 
attended and graduated from Cottingham Public School 
and Central Technical School. 

In 1940 John enlisted in the RCAF and saw service as a 
Flight Engineer and Avro engine mechanic in Coastal 
Command on the west coast of Canada. He flew Stranraer 
Flying Boats which were biplanes with an eighty-five foot 
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wing span and two radial engines. The Stranraer flew at approximately 100 
mph and if fitted with extra fuel tanks, could remain aloft for approximately 
thirteen hours. One of the most outstanding events was when John flew as 
flight engineer in a Stranraer from Vancouver Island to Ottawa. The Stranraer 
could not climb high enough to go over the Rocky Mountains so they flew 
through the Fraser Canyon which was a sight because at that time the crew 
did not have a map and just followed the river. The reason flying to Rockcliffe 
air force base near Ottawa was to have special radar equipment installed. 

In 1942 John was posted overseas to No. 6 Bomber Group in Yorkshire, 
England. He was in 429 Squadron. The first planes he flew in were 
Wellington Bombers. In a very short time the RCAF switched to Halifax 
Bombers, and then to Lancasters that had four Rolls Royce engines. The 
RCAF did most of their bombing at night and the US Air Force did their 
bombing by day. Some of his bombing missions involved dropping aluminium 
foil to fool the enemy radar prior to bombing run - a very dangerous ruse. 
John transported Canadian prisoners of was back from France and England in 
Lancasters (24 men at a time, no seats, no seatbelts). He ended the war with 
the rank of Sergeant. 

After three years of active service John thought the war was never going to 
end; he lost many friends. He always remembered the comradeship they had 
in those days. He returned to civilian life in 1945; and in 1951 joined St. Clair 
Lodge possibly seeking the comradeship that he missed. Becoming a Mason 
did not replace that old comradeship; but John made some wonderful, 
devoted, and long lasting Masonic friends who he held so dear. With the 
amalgamation of St. Clair Lodge and Ashlar Lodge, John continued to be 
active in the new Ashlar-St. Clair Lodge AF & AM No. 247. 

After the war John chose the automotive trade for his vocation. He was 
employed by Diamond T. Truck Manufacturers which was bought by Levy 
Auto Parts and remained with them until he retired. 

John Remembered that the best thing that ever happened to him occurred in 
1954 when he met and married a girl named Anne Strocen from 
Saskatchewan. Anne was always interested and encouraged John in his 
Masonic activities. John felt that he was a pretty lucky guy for he knew some 
wives would never stand for their husbands going out so often to Lodge at 
night as he did over the years. He was an active member and Elder of 
Kingsway Lambton United Church. Church was a very important part of his 
life. 
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John’s journey into Masonry began on June 20, 1951 when he was initiated 
into St. Clair Lodge AF & AM, No. 577 GRC. He was passed on September 5, 
1951 to the 2° and raised November 7, 1951 to the 3°. He was installed as 
Worshipful Master of St. Clair Lodge in 1961.
